It was reſolved unanimouſly, 

THAT the eſtabliſhing of Sunday- 
Schools in this pariſh, would contri- 
bute greatly to improve the morals 
and manners of ſuch Poor Children as 
have no other means of inſtruction ; and 
would, by teaching them habits of vir. 
tue and regularity, render them uſeful 
members of ſociety. 


That a Subſcription be immediately 
raiſed for the ſupport of ſuch eſtabliſh- 
ment, and that the ſmalleſt ſums be 
thankfully received; and that Schools be 
opened for the reception of ſucha number 
of children reſiding in the pariſh, of 
five years old and upwards, as the fund 
ſubſcribed may be adequate to ſupport, 
and as the Committee to be elected may 


think proper.

That the following Plan be adopted 
for the conduct of the Sunday-Schools. 


I. 


An Annual Subſcription of One Gui- 
nea to conſtitute a Governor. 


H. 


A Committee of eleven to be choſen, 
of which the Vicar or his Curate, and the 
Church-wardens for the time being, are 
to be members, and any three of the 
Committee to be a quorum, who ſhall 
have full power to receive ſubſcriptions 
and donations, to make payments, to 
form ſchools, engage and diſmiſs teach- 
ers, and generally to do all acts relative 
to the Charity, which are not contrary to 
the regulations eſtabliſhed by the Gene- 
ral Meeting. 


III. 
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III. : 

A General Meeting of the Governors 
to be holden on the ſecond Sunday in 
October, in every year; and at ſuch o- 
ther times as the Committee ſhall think 
neceſſary ; at which Meetings all annual 
Subſcribers of Five Shillings or upwards 
may attend, but without right of voting 
unleſs they be Governors. 


IV. 

At the General Meeting in October, 
the receipts and diſburſements, and the 
proceedings of the Committee during 
the year paſt ſhall be firſt taken into 
conſideration. 


V. 


At the ſame Meeting a Treafurer 
ſhall be appointed, andalſo the Commit- 
tee 
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this uſeful work by rotation. 
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tee to conduct the Schools for the year 
enſuing ; both to be choſen by ballot ; 
unleſs the election ſhould be unanimous. 


VI. 
The Boys and Girls ſhall be taught in 
ſeparate Schools. 


VII. 

The Children of each School to at- 
tend their Maſter or Miſtreſs conſtantly 
to Church, both morning and afternoon, 
unleſs on ſuch occafions as ſhall be al- 
lowed of by the Committee. 


VIII. 

It is recommended to the Committee 
to requeſt ſome of the annual Subſcri- 
bers to aſſiſt them as Inſpectors of the 
Schools; and to relieve each other in

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IX. 


No ſeverity to be uſed by the teach- 
ers; but if any child prove refractory, 
complaint to be made to the Inſpectors 
or to the Committee. 


X. 
The Committee to prepare inſtructi- 
ons for the Teachers, and rules and or- 
ders for the Children. 


XI. 

When a child is recommended by a 
Governor, the parents or friends muſt 
bring it before the Committee, who (if 
they approve the child) are requeſted to 
exhort the parents or friends to abſtain 
from ſwearing, lying, drunkenneſs, 
ſtealing, and every thing that may cor- 
rupt their children; to attend public 

worſhip 
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worſhip themſelves; to aſſiſt as far as 
they can in the inſtruction of their chil. 
dren, and to take care that they attend 
the School at proper hours, quite clean 
in their perſons, and as neat as may be 
in their cloaths. 


XII. 


The Children are to be inſtructed in 
Reading, in the Church Catechiſm, and 
in ſuch plain Religious Truths as they 
can underſtand ; and ſuch as will tend 
to improve their hearts, and regulate 


their manners. 


XIII. 


Small occaſional rewards to be be- 
ſtowed on the deſerving ſcholars, at the 
diſcretion of the Committee. Bibles, 

Prayer-books, Expoſition of the Cate- 
| chin 
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chiſm, Shoes, Stockings, Handkerchiefs, 
Garters, Combs. 


XIV. 

In caſe the ſubſcriptions will admit of 
it, the Committee may agree with the 
teachers to inſtruct the children in read- 
ing on Saturday in the afternoon, as 
recommended by the late Biſhop of 
Cheſter, and may diſtribute to the pa- 
rents or friends of the children, ſuch 
Prayer-books, Catechiſms, or other 
books; as may enable them to give 
their children ſome inſtruction at home 
during the reſt of the week, and may al- 
ſo tend to improve their own morals. 


XV. 


Governors may attend the meetings of 
the Committee, and deliver their ſenti- 
ments; 
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ments; but every queſtion muſt be deci- 
ded by a majority of the Members of 
the Committee then preſent ; and the 
expences (if any) of all General Meet- 
ings, and Meetings of the Committee to 
be paid by the Governors preſent, and 
not by the Charity. 


XVI. 

The Committee to meet once a month 
at leaſt, viz. on the ſecond Sunday in 
each month, and oftener, as occaſion 
may require. 


XVII. 


The Pariſh and Peace-officers are re- 
queſted to pay attention to the Streets 
and Public-houſes on Sunday, in order 
to prevent Tipling, Gambling, and 
Diſorderly Behaviour, on the Lord's 

Day,
